constitiien's against saddling @pon the tux 
payers of the country of bills like the one 
read, incurred under the torm of extending a 
welcome to twenty representatives of France. 
Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, thought it unseeanly 
that congress Sleuld higgle and = quibble 
over the payment of bills contracted ior the 
entertainment of the foreign guests of the 
government. The gentlemen ot the comnuiis- 
sion had been gentiemen of established chuar- 
acter. Suppuse a puest had asked one of them 
forsome campaiva would it baye been hus 
pitable for him to reply, *‘We can't give you 
any more; the appropriation is exhausted. 
We are in the habit of drinking whisky, and 
if you want to drink champaign you can go 
home.”’ 

Mr. Robinson, oi New York—Does the gen- 
teman mean jo'ssy thatall the champasign 
was swahowed by (ie guests? 

Mr. Tucker—No, sir; and if we leta French- 
man drink alone without drinking his health 
we would be blackguards and not gentlemen. 
[Laughter and applause.] My frend seems 
to be jealons, for fear that some representative 
ofthe British flag took adrink. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Robinson—lI believe that it was turned 
into a British saturnalia,.and the flag that we 
thought we had buried fram memory in the 
time of Cornwallis was dug up and put in the 

lace in which the American flag ought to 

ave waved. 

Mr. Tucker—I think it was time when 
American and Britisher ought to have drank 
Wine across the bloody chasm. I donot keep 
up sentiments of hate for one bundred years. 
In conclusion, he appealed to the house te 
make the appropriation without any turther 
quibbling.

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THE CLAY TON-BULWER TREATY. 


The Coircependence Hetween Frelinghuysen and 
Granville Pubitshed. 

Wasuineton, June 6.—A copy of the dis- 
patch from esotsimagl Frelinghuysen to Min- 
ister Lowell, upon the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
was received by the senate to-day. The 
dispatch acknowledges the receipt, through 


Lord Granville in regard to the treaty, and 
states that he has been instructed by the pres- 


this country regarding the traditional 
continental policy of the United States in 


canal across the Isthmus for vessels of all 
dimensions and every character, would ex- 
pose our western coast to attack. and destroy 
our isolation, thus obliging us to increase our 
defenses amd possibly compel us, contrary to 
our traditions, to take an active interest in 
the affairs ef European nations. Lord Gran- 
ville, in his dispatch of November 10, 
i8sl, says that the position of Great 
Britian and the United States in referenee 
to the canal is determined by the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty of 1850: ‘‘And that her maj- 
esty’s government rely with confidence upon 
the observance of all engagements of that 
treaty.’ An important object which the 
United States had in view in this treaty was 
to dispossess Great Britain of settlements 
in Central America, and the United States 
Was tenacious that Great Britain should not 
(xteud f rther ler occupation of threatening 
nillilary or Haval struteyetic points along their 
maratime frontier. ‘To assure this, the 
parties to the treaty jointly agreed 
hot to exercise dominion over or fortify or 
colonize Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Mosquito 
coast, or any part of Central America. Great 
Gritain, however, exercises dominion over the 
Belize, or the British Honduras, and the im- 
pression prevails that since the conclusion of 
the treaty of 1850, English in- 
habitants have spread Into the 
territury of the neighboring republics 
and occupy land which velongs to one of the 
two republics, but over which the government 
of her majesty assumes to exercise control. 
Such aominion seems to be inconsistent with 
that provision of the treaty which prohibits 
the exercise of dominion by Great Britain 
over eny partof Central America. At the 
time of the conclusion of the Clayton-LBul- 
wer treaty English privileges in Belize were 
confined toa right to cut wood and establish 
saw mills, aud were conferred by treaties in 
Whieh Spanish sovereignty was recog 
nized, U pen the conclusion of 
the treaty Sir Henry Bulwer filed a declara- 
tion, under date of June 29, 1550, that the 
treaty was ratified with the undersianding on 
the part oft her majesty’s government that it 
did nut apply te her majesty’s settlement at 
Honduras and its dependencies, Clayton an- 
swered, under date oi July 4, 1850, that he so 
understood, but he taust not be understood to 
eitier aflirm or deny the British title thereiui. 
Kuch of these declarations was made after the 
conclusion of treaty by the juint action of the 
president amd senate, and that declaration 
Wis not made te, or acceptea by them. 
The United States have uever given their 
ussent to this conversion of the British ‘‘set- 
tlement’ in Central America, under Spanish- 
American sovereiguty, into a British ‘posses 
sion’ with British sovereignty. The purties 
to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty anticipated that 
canal by the NicaPagua rvuute, which was to 
be at once begun. aad it was under this antlic- 
ipation that the United States consented to 
Waive exclusive and valuable rights which 
had been given to them; that they consented 
to agree with Great Britain that they woald 
not eccupy, fortify, colonize or assume do- 
tninion over apy part of Central America, 
and that they consented tu admit her majesty's 
government at some future day toa share in 
the protection which they have exercised over 
the Isthmus of Panama. 
HOW TH& CHANGES CAME ABOUT. 

The government and people of the United 
States, though rich in land and industry, 
were poor in money and floating capital in 
1850. The scheme fora canal, even without 
the complication of the Mosquito protector- 
ate, was too vast for the means of the Aweri- 
cans of that day, whonumbered considerably 
less than one half of their numbers te-day. 
They went to Englaad which had what they 
hud not, surrendered their exclusive pvrivi- 
leges, offered an equal share of allthey hadin 
those regions in order, as expressed in the 
seventh article of that treaty, ‘That 
no time should be unnecessarily 
lost im commencing and constructing said 
canal.”’ Through no fault of theirs, time was 
unnecessarily lost, the work was never begun, 
and the concession failed. The president does 
not think that the United States are called 
upon by any principie of equity to revive 
these provisions of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, 
which were especialiy applicable to the con- 
cession of August, 1849, and apply them te 
any other concessions Which has been since or 
muy hereafter be made. The conditions of 
1882 are not those of 1882. The people of the 
United States have now an abundance of sur- 
plus capital for such enterprises, and have no 
need to call Upon foreign capitalists.

Since this favorable showing was made 
nothing has occurred in the iron market to 
indicate that the profits are any less to-day 
than on the lst of January. Here, then, is a 
business that bears souie semblance to a 
bonanza. Twenty-two per cent net 
profit is not realized in any other business in 
this city. Real estate owners are happy 
when they get ten per cent, and money lend- 
ers find great difficulty in obtaining six, while 
many of thei invest in government bonds at 
four per cent. Itis plain, then, that manu- 
facturers are realizing more than a reasonable 
rofit on their investment. True, it is pub- 
(ew! to the world that the iron market is 
failing, but there 1s good reason for believing 
that the decline is fictitious. But bow have 
the workers fared during the past year? 
While their wages have not bee: advanced, 
the prices of the necessaries of life have gone 
up thirty-eight per cent, which means that 
wages have been lowered in that proportion. 
Therefore if the employes were receiving no 
more than fair wages one year ago, they are 
receiving thirty-eight per cent less than fair 
wages now. While the manufacturers have 
made twenty-two per cent profit during the 
year, with a good outlook for the future, the 
workmen have lost in consequence of the 
decrease in the purchasing power of their 
wages. The small advance asked would 
diminish the dividends somewhat, but not 
more than the manufacturers can afiord. 
VIEWS OF AN EMPLOYE, 
Correspondence New York Herald. 

As I have steadily insisted from the first, 
there isno unanimity among the manutfac- 
turers, and as further proof of that assertion 
I give the opinionof Mr. W. O. Potter, an 
iron man of great prominence and known 
throughout the trade as president of the 
North Chicago Iron Mill. In reference to a 
continuance of the strike he said:—‘'I don’t 
think it will last very long, because the man- 
ufacturers are not likely to hoid out. ‘The 
men are more determined and better organ- 
ized. 1 think some of the tirms will bave to 
sign by to-morrow, and this will have a ten- 
dency to weaken the others, The result will 
probably be a compro:mise, for [ don’t sup- 
pose the men expected (ov eet as much as they 
demanded.”' 

“How wiil the surrender of the Carnegies’ 
firm wifect the r.anutscturers?’ 

“Notus much as might be expected, be- 
cause Uiey manufacture a class [| .oods, 
bridges and the like, that does not bripg trem 
into competition with bai iron makers, 
can readily see Low the Carnegies, haviniy or- 
ders ahhead, could not afford tu sfop their fur- 
maces, und had to yield to the strikers.”’ 

“in the event of a protracted strike by the 
Amaivamated association, would the manu- 
faciurers be able to fill up their furnaces with 
non-union men?” 

‘‘{ think not, because the Amalgamated as- 
sociation has practically all the iron workers 
in the organization. They have been very in- 
dustrious for a year or two, and probably num- 
ber 75,000; besides, it is always more econom- 
ical for the manufacturers,to have men famil- 
iar with the work. Evenif the strikers held 
out all the summer they would probably pre- 
fer to take them back in the fali than put in 
new men. The Amalgamated association does 
not extend east of the Alleghanies. There is 
another association in that section, but it is 
not near so strong.’’ 

‘‘What is the relative iron production in the 
district covered by the association and that in 
the west?”’ 

‘It is probably fifty per cent greater in the 
territory west of the Alleghanies.”’ 

‘‘What is the proportion south of the Ohio, 
where the association has nu bran thes?” 

“In southern Tennessee and some parts of 
Georgia and Alabama iron manufacturing is 
growing. There is abundant material for it, 
and with the cheap labor that can be obtained, 
those ‘districts afford a fine field for the iron 
industry. But it has not yet reached a condi- 
tion to have much influence on the market in 
a state of affairs like the present.’’ 

STATE OF THE IRON MARKET. 

“Ts the condition of the iron market such 
as some of the Pittsburg manufacturers repre- 
sent, that they will be benetited by two or 
three montis’ idleness?” 

“I hardly think itis. We have been filling 
orders for wonths past, though they were not 
as large as we might have wished. ‘Trade may 
be duller in Pittsburg and Qhio, but I don’t 
think the market is so overstocked that two 
or three months will be necessary to relieve 
it. They all probably have a stock on hand, 
and some of the firms may have been piling 
up their stock anticipating a strike—betting, 
if yuu please, on an increased demand and a 
higher price because of it. But the supply 
would not last through the summer.” 

“If the workmen hold out aijiong time in 
Pittsburg and Ohio would Chicago iron firms 
be benetited by an increased trade?” 

‘They would temporarily; yet the propor- 
tion of bar iron inanufactured here is so smal] 
comparatively that in the end there would be 
little change. ButIl don't look for any dis- 
turbance in the iron market,” 

‘‘Has there been any conference among the 
Chicago companies or talk of a combination 
among them?” 

‘‘Not so far as we are concerned, and there 
will be none. We don't believe in a combi- 
pation of manufacturers any more than of 
the men. Wedon’t want to be restricted in 
making any arrangements which suit us and 
we will fight our own battie.”’ 

“Has the strike bad anything todo with 
the closing of the company's puddling fur- 
nace at Milwaukee?’ 

‘Nothing; the state of trade has not war- 
ranted us in keeping it running, and the shut- 
ting down was made without any reference 
to the strike.” 

“What is the situation in Chicago?’ 

“IT think che men will goto work to-mor- 
row and keep on tillJune 15, and by that 
time will bave given up the idea of a strike. 
Jarrett, the president of the association, eyi- 
dentiy understands the situation. I think

'the trouble has been brought about py the

CLEVELAND, June 6.—The situation among 
the strikers at Newburgh is unchanged. On) 
about 300 were at work to-day, the strikers 
having dissuaded the others, by some means, 
from working again. No disturbances are re- 
though the strikers were on hand in 
orce. The company are determined to con- 
tinue running, even at a large loss, before’ 
they will give in to the union. 

Telegrams from other points state that the 
situation generally remains unchanged. Chi- 
cago is the only p where anything like 


excitement is prevalent, and in that district 
the question of strike or no strike is not yet 
settled. Some of the men there, it is said, 
are loud in their denunciation of President 
Jarrett. claiming tmat he should not advise 
that the men do anything different from Pitts- 
burg. A dispatch frem Louisville, Kentucky 
says that repairsin mills are being pushed 
rapidly, and it is thought that work will be 
resumed in about two weeks. All other 
branches of iron workers are quiet and no 
other strikes are feared. 
ON A FALLING MARKET. 

New York, June 6.—Hon. Abram S. Hew- 
itt, of the iron firm of Cooper, Hewitt & Co., 
which employs 300 men, and never hada 
strike, said to a reporter: ‘“The iron business 
is generally slack, except on _  con- 
tract work. For’ the. staples of trade, 
outside of contracts, there is little 
demand. This seemé to be the most exten 
sive strike ever attempted in this country. 
The result cannot be-beneficial to either la- 
borers oremployers. The strike is the result 
of the doctrine that protection will insure 
high wages. If that doctrine is true, the 
workmen are right; but itis not true that 
protection insures high wages. The contrary 
isthe truth. The reason is obvious: If pro- 
tection miakes a false stimulus and builds up 
business beyond the legitimate demand, then 
there is no market, and disaster is the conse- 
quence. Our own works are fu!l of 
orders, and [| have no doubt that the 
tendency of the strike will be _ to 
make brisk work in all establishments east 
of the Alleghanies. The men have struck 
upon a falling market instead of a rising mar- 
ket, and the strike, as it destroys capital, 
must be injurious. The men would have 
found a more favorable time to strike if they 
had waited for a rising market.’”’ Mr. George 
A. Evans, the New York agent of the Bethie- 
hem iron works, which employ 2,500 men, 
said: ‘‘There isa smal! surplus ef pig iron 
in the United States. The strike of the pud- 
dlers will have a tendency to enhance values. 
The Pittsburg men _ are _ proverbial 
for yielding to strikers when there 
ig apy money to be made out of 
it. The first of August will see us 
with active business, with demand fairly up 
to our capacity, and the strike prevents a sur- 
plus which would be created if the men kept 
aut work without interruption the rest of the 
year. The smartest thing they ever did in 
Pittsburg was to’begin the strike. I think it 
will be a good thing all around. The empluy- 
ers Will yield to the strikers as soon as their 
order books warrant it. They are running 
their works to make money, and will givethe 
price demanded as soon as they can afford it.”’ 

JHE BRICK MAKERS.

“Bolton, Robert D., United States deputy

The warrant had been issued over two 
years ago, and up to this time no officer had been 
willing to attempt his capture, as he was known to 
be a dangerous man, and had sworn to die rather 
thau be wken. Crawford decla ed that Jouah should 
no longer defy the law,and, witha puri) t:aveled all 
day #1::d far into the night to reach his baun s. the 
still was surrounded by guards to await develop- 
ments. Early next morning Jonab and another 
moonshiner entered the disullery, when the p sse 
closed in on th.m. Jonah, aftera sharp but brief 
siruggle, was finally shackled. Then the work of 
demolishing the still and it contents began. About 
twenty barrels ef whisky, 2,500 gallons beer aud 
mash, 100 gallons low wines, aud fifteeu bushel< of 
meal were entirely destruyed. 

Jonah Wyly was taken to Columbus and placed 
in jail. He will be taken before the district judge 
at Atlanta at the next term of cuurt. 

The raider listened with patience tothe 
dispatch, ‘and at the conclusion of the read- 
ing said: 

“It is all right except that Wyly was taken 
to Cartersville instead of Columbus, and there 
were twenty gallons instead of twenty barrels 
of whisky taken.”’ 

‘Do you know Wyly,”’ asked the reporter. 

‘‘] have met him,”’ replied the raider, with 
a significant smile. 

‘That is what I want to talk to you about,”’ 
said the reporter.

Prince and Peasant for the Dead Revelutionist—A 
Debate in the Commons. 

Rome, June 6.—The duke ef Genoa and 
four masters of ceremonies will represent 
King Humbert at the funeral of Garibaldi. 

Several Italian cities claim the possession of 
Garibaldi’s remains, especially Genoa and 
Palermo, but Signor Filopanti, in the cham- 
ber of deputies, Eas proposed their interment 

in the Pantheon at Rome. General Garibaldi’s 
will indicates a wish that his sepuiture should 

take place at Caprera. The funeral ceremo- 

nics at Rome and Caprera will take place on 

the 11th of June, without ecclesiastical in- 

tervention. The Italian parliament has’ 
voted 10,000 lire ($2,000) each annually to the 
widow and the five children of Garibaldi. 

The national festival has been postponed to 

the 18th of June. A Madrid correspondent 
sends the following: Senor Castelar heard di- 

rectly b olegens from Caprera the intelli-, 
gence of the death of Garibaldi. He immedi- 

ately sent 4@ telegram to Menotti Garibaldi 

textually expressing, in his own name and 
for all Spanish democrats, their profound 
grief anc sympathy at the demise of the hero, 

whose loss is a great misfortune for liberty 

and for democracy, as his life was a noble 
lesson of patriotic fortitude and sucrifice to 
the cause of modern progress. Innu- 
merable telegrams besides that of Senor Cas 
telar were sent by liberal statesmen. The 
principal papers here publish long and touch- 
ing obituary notices. El Globo, the organ of 
Senor Castelar, and other republican papers 
appear in mourning. A resolution was passed 
by the Grees chamber of deputies expressing 
grief at the death of Garibaldi, and request 
ing the government to instruct the Greek 
minis:er at Rome to attend the funeral and 
present a wreath of flowers on behalf of the 
Greek people.

CHATTANOOGA. 


THE PITTSBURG OF THE SOUTH- 
ERN STATES. 


A Town Which Calls Itself Atianta’s Rival—The Ten- 
nessee Trade—Lookont Mountain—The Growth 
of Population— Mountains of Ore—Finan- 
cial Condition—Business Enterprisee. 


Special Correspondence ot The Constitution. 
CuatranooGa, Tenn., June 5, 1882.—It has 
been my very great pleasure for several 
months past to note the important fact rela- 
tive to a number of Georgia towns and their 
rapid developments. Georgia is, probably, as 
a state, making more rapid advancement 
than any other commonwealth in the entire 
union; a broad statement, to be sure, but one, 
I think, backed by a bushel of facts. But 
there are other states around us, also, making 
strides almost apace with ours, and Tennessee, 
in my opinion, is one of that number. I am 
not at all selfish in parading Georgia’s growth 
all by itself, and it gives me pleasure to note 
the honest steps that are being taken up this 
way towards developing the south. Our sec- 
tion made the whole world open its eyes when 
the census of 1880 was sent in, but the returns 
of 1890 will make the same eyes blare with a 
puckered “‘whew!” when the results are all 
in, and don’t you forget it. 
“Chattanooga is on a high,’’ said a gentle- 
man tome to-day. ‘‘You may look out for 
wonders from usin the nextten years. We 
are going to distance Atlanta.’’ I could only 
reply that the Gate Cicy would try and pullin 
at the close of the race,a nose in front,a state- 
ment which amused my interlocutor exceed- 
ingly. I hada talk with Colonel MacGowan 
also, and he, too, seemed to think that Chat- 
tanooga’s boom 1s only in its inc:piency. In 
1870 the city showed a population of 6,093. 
The census of 1880 showed 12,892 souls mak- 
ing this their piace of abode, It is now esti- 
mated that there lias been an increase of 33% 
per cent since 1880, which gives about 17,000 
us the present pypulation. The new city 
directory gives it as 15,000,a figure which may 
be reached before the year is out, as people 
are flocking here every day. There is every 
reason to expect this increase, 
and the people here, while appreciating 
their growth, look upon it as one of the in- 
evitables, and are not making any special blow 
about it. i should not be surprised if within 
twenty years the city proper did not reach 
from the Tennessee river to Missionary ridge, 
a distance of three miles and a half, running 
along in a proportionate length. What a 
magnificent place for a city, too! Lookout 
mountain, towering its historic head 1,400 feet 
in the air to the south looks on in silent gran- 
deur at the prospect, while the ridge where 
fell the blue and the gray is still fertile and 
waiting to enfoid the city within its arm, 
When that day dawns, the new south will 
beckon to the spiritof her thousand dead that 
sleep in the bosom of her throbbing hills of 
commerce, wave her hand at the other and 
say, verily this is God’sowncountry! I have 
every faith that it will come. These moun- 
tains and hills are not rich in minerals for 
nothing, and capital is seeking to let the 
world know it. For every bullet that lies 
buried on the chestnut studded tops of Mis- 
sionary, shot there by the guns of friend and 
foe in the rebellion,a ton otf some rich ore will 
be given up; and for cannon that belched forth 
its hot and bated breath of lurid flame, its 
counterpart will come to light the beams with 
usmany wealth-giving furnaces. Speed the 
day! 
There is absolutely nothing that can pre- 
vent the future growth of Chattanooga as a 
manufacturing city. Pittsburg does not enjoy 
better natural advantages, every way, and as 
the coal problem is already sulved the pro- 
gress of the city must follow as the night the 
day. Good manufacturing coal can ve laid 
down at the door bere fora dollar and seventy- 
tive cents per ton, a mere nominal figure, 
compared to what other southern cities are 
compelled to pay. Of course, cheap cual is 
the chief point that led to Chattanooga’s 
strong position, though I do not, by any 
means, desire to reflect upon her otherwise 
fine, general, natural situation. Right in the 
very heart of as fine a mineral section as the 
world knows, where the very dirtthat fills the 
streets is valuable for the mineral in it, it is 
no wonder that when railroad facilities offered 
themselves, the place took a boom. Already 
there is invested bere over $3,000,000 in manu- 
facturing enterprises, over $2,000,000 of which 
is in iron interests. One company alone, the 
Roane iron company, hasa paid up capital of 
$1,000,000, and I understand money is every 
day seeking investment here. To give an idea 
how much values have increased here, in 1871 
there was $3,600,000 worth of property, and 
in 1881 it had swelled to $6,500,000, or about 
100 percent. In 1882, the assessed value will 
be over $7,000,000. In the manufactories there 
are eniployed over 3,000 hands, the Roane iron 
company paying one-fourth of these, or 5001n 
all. 
These are only afew genera) figures. At 
another time I propose to go more into de- 
tails and show up some of the leading inter- 
ests here. I'll mention, however, that the 
total output of all the manufacturing estab 
lishments of Chattanooga amounts now to 
over $6,000,000 according to the most authentic 
figures: The city is in a good, healthy finan- 
cial condition, and is not burdened with a 
very alarming debt, the entire amount being 
only $150,000, drawing 6 per cent interest; 
$100,000 of this amount was incurred when 
the Cincinnati Seuthern railroad was com- 
pleted here, the other $50,000 being a funding 
debt. I hear that the city is thinking seri- 
ously of floating $200,000 worth of additional 
bonds for the purpose of making internal 
improvements, paving the streeis, etc. This, 
however, will not be considered until the state 
debt question is formaltly and finaily settled. 
POINTS, 
Chattanooga at present cannot be called 
anything but an ungainly city, though should 
she ever spread her wings to the foot of Mise 
sienary Ridge the possibilities for a beautiful 
city will be wonderful. 
The National cemetery here is one of the 
most beautiful spots] ever saw. Next to one 
in Virginia, itis the largestin the union. It 
| is situated on a hill near the city which grad- 
ually slopes and undulates until it forms a 
slace by nature lunely enough for inspiration. 
tis claimed that the national cemetery at 
Vicksburg is even handsomer than this one, 
but having been to both places, | am prepar- 
ed to like this one better. There are 12,876 
soldiers buried here, 7,947 known and 4,- 
920 unknown. The cost up to now 
has been $100,000, including the purchase of 
land, headstones, etc. The annual expenses 
necessary to keep the placein order are about 
$3,000, which includes the salary of the supe- 
rintendent. The government 1s now butid- 
ing a magnificent drive from the city to the 
cemetery, which will cost, when finished, 
about $15,000. It will be a turnpike. It will 
probably astonish many to know that the 
number of visitors who stop here every year 
to go on Lookout mountain varies from 40.- 
000 to 50,000. They spend on an average five 
doliars each, so the mountain scoops in about 
a quarter of a million dollars out of the pub- 
lic annually. It pays to be a mountain. 
The electric light company is fairly at work, 
there being about seventy-five lights in use 
throughout the.city, It costs seventy-five 
cents per light each night. oe a

W hile we thus urge it to give us an answer, 
we do not presume to hint what its answer 
should be.

1. if the Telegraph will not submit to the 
verdict of the convention, it should not go 
into the convention. It should not help 
make a compact that itis determined to dis 
regard.

COMPARATIVE RATES OF WAGES. 

The bureau of statistics has recently fur- 
nished some valuable statistics in regard to 
the relative rates of wages inthis country, 
Great Britain, France and Germany. The 
pamphlet in question is full of interesting 
facts, It is shown that workmen employed in 
the boiling of ironin Pittsburg received in 
1878 $5 a ton, whereas in Staffordshire and at 
Warrington, England, boilers received only 
$1.79 aton. Mr. Joseph D. Weeks, of Pitts- 
burg, is confident that the average earninys 
in the iron industry are fully twice as great 
at Pittsburg as in Staffordshire or at War- 
renton. 

In the manufacture of cotton goods Messrs. 
J. & P. Coats say the wages paid to their oper- 
atives is 110 per cent greater at Pawtucket, 
Rhode Island, than at Paisley, Scotland. 
Mr. Carroll D. Wright, chief of the bureau 
of statistics of labor of Ma. cachusetts, says, 
however, that the earnings of the Massachu- 
setts weaver are $5.64 per week, and of the 
Lancashire weaver $5.28 per week, the former 
being 6.8 per cent greater than the latter; and 
the earnings of the Massachusetts: weaver and 
two children are $10.30 per. week, and of the 
Lancashire weaver and two children $6.96 per 
week, the former being 48 per cent greater 
than the latter. The expenses of the Massa- 
chusetts weaver and his family are stated at 
$7 99)4 per week, and of the Lancashire 
weaver and his family at $6.7314 per week, the 
for ner being 18.7 per cent greater than the 
latter. The testimony is very conflicting, Mr. 
Chace, a heavy Rhode Island wman- 
ufacturer, claiming that the gen- 

ral average of weekly earnings of 

all cotton mill operatives in the United States 
is about 62 per cent greater than the general 
average of such earnings in England, and that 
the average earnings of weavers, and of the 
other more highly skilled and better paid la- 
borers in the cotton mills of the United States, 
exceed the earnings of such laborers in Eng- 
land in a much greater degree. 

The Shoe and Leather Reporter says that 
tanners receive 134 per cent more in the 
United States than in Great Britain, 54'4 per 
cent more than in France, and 574 per cent 
more than in Germany, and that curriers re- 
ceive 35 1-7 per cent more in the United States 
than in Great Britain, 663g per cent more than 
in France, and 9334 per cent more than in 
Germany. 

Mr. Nimmo was not able to procure apy 
trustworthy information in regard to the 
comparative rates of wages paid in the manu- 
factureof woolen goods; but heshows that the 
rates of wages paid in the manufacture of silk 
goods in the United States are approximate- 
ly twice as great as is England, three times as 
great asin Germany and France, and four 
times as great asin Italy. He also states that 
the conditions under which labor is employ- 
ed in the manufacture of silk in the various 
countries are very different. In Europe a 
large proportion of the work is performed at 
the homes of the operatives, whereas in this 
country similar work is performed in tbe mill. 
Besides there are many differences in the en- 
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tire detail of the management of operatives, 
and of the treatment of material in the vari- 
ous processes of, manufacture. 

While most of the information presented is 
conflicting and inaccurate, yet it cannot be 
denied that the earnings of skilled laborers 
in the United States exceed the wages of 
skilled laborers in the countries of Europe, in 
a much higher degree than do the earnings of 
unskilled laborers in the United Stutes exceed 
the earnings of unskilled laborers in Europe. 
This is a fact of national interest, as it indi- 
cates that there is a greater stimulus to higher 
attainment in mechanical employmenis in 
the United States than in Europe. 

There is not much in the pamphlet to show 
the relative cost of living. Mr. Wright does 
endeavor to prove that the net income per 
week of a Massachusetts weaver is $2.08 more 
than his brother in Lancashire earns, and 
that a Massachusetts spinner has for sundries 
and clothing each week $5.79, while a Black- 
burn spinner has only $2.98. In each case the 
wages of the children are taken into consider- 
ation. 

Mr. Swank furnishes a statement of wages 
paid in the iron and steel industries of this 
country in 1880.. The 140,978 persons who 
were employed in 1880 were paid $55,476,785 
as wages, or an average of $393.51 for the year 
for each person. The average daily wages of 
skilled labor were $2.59; of unskilled labor, 
$1.24. The highest average daily wages of 
skilled labor were paid in Rhode Island, Col- 
orado and Wyoming te:ritory—$4; the lowest 
in North Carolina—$1.25. The higfest aver- 
age daily wages of unskilled labor were paid 
in Wyoming territory—$2; the next highest 
in Colorado and California—$1.75; the lowest 
in North Carolina—54 cents. It may be re- 
marked of North Carolina that its iron indus- 
try in 1880 was wholly confined to the use of 
the primitive ore bloomary, and that the labor 
employed was largely that of colored men. 
The average wages paid in the four grand di- 
visions were as follows: Eastern states, skilled, 
$2.70; unskilled, $1.21; southern states, skilled, 
$2.69; unskilled, $1.03; western states, skilled, 
$2.70; unskilled, $1.31; Pacifie states and ter- 
ritories, skilled, $3.50; anskilled $1.75. 


THE JEWEL OF CONSISTENCY. * 

Some of our esteemed contemporaries— 
two or three of them, to come within the 
neighborhood of exactness—that are more 
profoundly interested in the position of THE

The esteemed contemporaries already al- 
luded to quote these sentiments and declare 
that greater inconsistency was never seen in the 
world than that which exists between our posi- 
tion then and our position now. And yetevery 
thoughtful person who gives the matter any 
attention will see that there is no inconsistency 
involved. We have quoted what Tug Consti- 
TUTION said, not from our own files, but from 
extracts that appear in some of our esteemed 
contemporaries. If the reader will take the 
trouble to go over them again he will perceive 
that !uE ConsTiITUuTION made its threatened 
opposition to Mr. Stephens contingent upon 
his acceptance of the nomination of the 
independents in June. We informed him 
that no man bearing the standard of the 
coalition can carry the standard of the demo- 
cratic party. Under the same circumstances, 
we should feel called upon to make the same 
declarations to-day. Mr. Stephens has not 
accepted any independent nomination; he is 
not carrying the standard of thecoalition. He 
has responded promptly and unequivocally to 
every demand made by THE CONSTITUTION in 
behalf of the democratic organization Le 
has not only not accepted any coalition nomi- 
nation, he has declared that unless he is 
nominated by the democrats in convention 
assembled. he will not be candidate for gov- 
ernor atall. This declaration is in the nature 
of a pledge.

A BOOK NOTE. 

HiIsTORY OF THE FORMATION OF THE CONSTITUTION 
of the United States of America. By George Ban- 
croft. in two volumes. New York: D. Appleton 
& Co. Atlanta: Holman, Coffin & Uo. Cloth, 
price, $2. 

What Mr. Bancroft has attempted to doin these 
volumes, which are supplemental to his history, is 
to trace the formation of the federal constitution 
from its orizin to itsestablishment by the inaugura- 
tion of its president. The venerable historian is 
what is known as a Jackson democrat, and his 
method of stating facts is certain to be challepged 
sooner or later by republican statesmen of the 
Chicago type; but his narrative will be more than 
welcome to those who desire merciy ai impartial 
statement of facts. We regret the lack of space 
which prevents us from giving such a review of 
this work as its interest demands. It may be well, 
however, to present one or two extracts of more 
than ordinary importance. With respect to 
the relations between the states, and the federal 
government, and the relations of the cons.itution to 
all, the venerable historian says: “The states and 
the United States are not antagonists; the states in 
the union form the federal republic; and the sys- 
tem can have life and health and strength and 
beauty only by their harmonious action. In short, 
the constitution knows nothing of the United 
States alone, or states alone: it adjusts the parts 
harmoniously in an organized unity. Impair the 
rel ations or the vigor of any part and disease enter 
into the veins of the whole. That there may be 
life in the whole there must be healthy lifefin every 
part. The United Statesare the states in union; 
these are so inwrought into the constitution that 
the one cannot perish without the other. Is it 
asked, Who isthe sovereign of the United States? 
The words sovereign and subjects are unkuown to 
the constitution. There is no place for princes with 
unlimited power, or conquering cities, or 
feudal chiefs, or privileged  aristocracics, 
ruliug absolutely with their correlative 
vassals or subjects. The people of the 
United States have declared in their constitution 
that the law alone is supreme, and have defined 
that supreme law. Isitasked, Who are the people 
of the United States that instituted the general 
government? The feder:.l convention and the con 
stitution answer thatitis the concurring pevple of 
the several states. The constitution is constantly 
on its guard against permitting the action of the 
aggregate Mmassasa uulit, lest the whole people, 
once accustomed to acting together as an individ- 
ual, might forget the existence of the states, and 
the states now in union succumb to centralization 
andabsoluiism. The people of the state demanded 
a federal convention to form the constitution; the 
congress of the confederation, voting by states, au- 
thorized that federal convention; the federal con- 
vention, voting likewise by states, made the con- 
stitution; at the advice of the federal convention 
the federal congress referred that constitution 
severally to the people of each state, and by 
their united voice, taken severally, it was 
made the binding form of government.”’ 
A large part of each volume %s taken up with letters 
documents and memoranda, which throw light 
upon the events of that day and verify the history. 
Among these are several letiers from Washington 
not printed heretofore. After he had retired from 
the army, and before he was elected to the presi- 
dency, Washington wasin somewhat straitened 
circumstances. He writes thus to Mrs. Mary Wash- 
ington: “I have now demands upon me for more 
than five hundred pounds, three hundred and forty 
odd of which aredue for the tax of 1786; ana! 
know not where, nor when, I shall receive one 
shilling with which to pay for it. In the last two 
years Il have made no crops. In the first I was 
obliged to buy corn, and this year have none to sell, 
and my wheat isso bed Ican neither eat it myself 
nor sellit to others, and tobacco I make none, 
Those who owe me money cannot or will 
not pay it without suits, and to sue is like 
doing nothing, whilst my expenses, not from ex- 
travagance nor an inclination on my part to live 
splendidly, but for the absolute support of my fam- 
ily and the visitors who are constantly here, are ex- 
ceedingly high—higher, indeed, than I can support 
without sel'ing part of my estate, which I am dis- 
posed to do rather than to own in debt or continue 
to be so; but this I cannot do without taking much 
less than the lands I have offered for sale are worth. 
This is really and truly my situation.’* He borrow- 
ed the necessary funds at six per cent interest, but 
he was shortly placed in a more comfortable condi- 
tion financially by his election to the presidenvy. 
In a letter to General Knox, Washington says: ‘‘It 
is not the letters to my friends which give me trou- 
ble or add aught to my perplexity I receive them 
with pleasure and pay as much att ntion to them 
asmy avocations will permif. It is references of 
old matters with which I have nothing wo do, ap- 
plications which oftentimes cannot be complied 
with, inquiries which would employ the pen of a 
historian to satisfy, letters of compliment unmean- 
ing, perhaps, as they are troublesome, but which 
must be attended to, aud the commonplac« busi- 
ness which employ my pen and my time, often 
disagreeably. Indeed, these, with company, de- 
prive me of exercise, and unless [ can obtain re- 
lief, must be productive of. disagreeable conse- 
quences. I already begin to feel the effect; heavy 
and fearful oppressions of the head and other disa 
greeable sensations often trouble me. Iam deter- 
mined, therefore, to employ some persou who shall 
ease me of the drudgery of this business. At any 
rate, if the whole of itis thereby suspended, I am 
determined to use exercise. My private concerns 
also require infinitely more attention than I have 
given or can give them under present circumstances. 
They can no longer be neglected without involving 
my ruin. To correspond with those | love is among 
my highest gratifications. and I persuade myself 
that you will not doubt my sincerity when I assure 
youl place you among the foremost of this class. 
Leiters of friendship require no study. The com- 
munications are easy, and allowances are expected 
and mede. Thisis not the case with those which 
require researches, consideration, recollection, and 
the devil knows what, to prevent error and to an- 
swer the ead for which they were written.”’

DR. ALEXANDER FOX 


Watives a Preliminary Examiuation and Goes to Jall 
to Await Trial. 

Yesterday a small crowd gathered in Tan- 
ner’s court to hear the preliminary trial of 
Dr. Alexander Fox, charged with = assault 
with intent to murder upon Mr. A. F. Pick- 
ert. Mr. Pickert wason hand as a witness, 
and Dr. Fox occupied a chair in one corner of 
the room. From his appearance and manner 
one would have taken him to be nervous and 
excitable. He rested his face on his right 
hand and appeared somewhat ill at ease. 
When the justice asked him who represented 
him, he replied simply that there was no one 
representing him. Judge Wright appeared 
for the prosecution, and the little bible, worn 
by the kisses and caresses of the thousands 
who have sworn on it to tell the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth, was 
handed to Mr. Pickert. When Mr. Pickert 
had taken the stand Justice Tanner said: 

“Well, go on and state to the court now 
about this affair.”’ 

Mr. Pickert replied: ‘I had been followed 
up by hinmy ever since—’’ 

Here Dr. Fox, who had been moving ner- 
vously around the room until he had landed 
beside Judge Wright, arose and said: 

‘‘{ wish to waive examination.’’ 

The justice told him that it was his right to 
do so if he pleased, and the question of bond 
then came up. Dr. Fox said that he could not 
make a bond, but Justice Tanner fixed the 
amount at $2,000. No effort was made by Dr. 
Fox to give the bond, and he quietly accom- 
panied Bailitf Langley to Fulton county jail, 
where he was incarcerated.

Af- 
ter remaining at the _— store some 
time he went tothe residence of a Mr. Hern- 
don on Pryor street. in the rearof his father’s 
store, where he was having some work done. 
While watching the progress of the work he 
suddenly complained of being sick and was 
assisted into Mr. Herndon’s residence where 
he was given a drink of brandy. Immediate- 
ly afterswallowing the stimulant his head 
fell forward and when those about him 
placed their hands upon him they were horri- 
fied at finding him dead. 

As soon as possible his body was removed 
to his room over his father’s store, where 
physicians examined it and where the coroner 
viewed it.
